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Like so many of the communities which dot the Southern 
California landscape, the beginnings of Yorba Linda stem 
from one of the Spanish land grants bestowed upon families 
in the late 1700's and early 1800's. 

These were vast holdings, normally under one family 
name. As the lure of California grew and the east became 
crowded...too crowded for many of the adventuresome 
souls and, for those who yearned for relatively open 
spaces, golden sunshine, verdant land, and above all, 
opportunity, California beckoned. 


More and more families found their way west. For some 
the gentle rolling hills, virgin forests, abundant water 
surrounding the spreading Yorba Rancho presented an 
appealing place to sink roots. 


Yorba Linda became a settlement, then a town. It grew 
slowly but there was a new generation to discover the area, 
spawned from the servicemen who were stationed in the 
Southland during World War II. Many never made it back 
to the homes they had left, settling instead in California. 
Others went home but only to gather their families and 
return. 

As did other cities and towns, Yorba Linda grew rapidly 
but still retained its rural atmosphere. Came the day, a 
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BEAUTIFUL HOMES are a trademark of present day 
Yorba Linda. This one at the left is one of several which won 
awards from the Beautification Committee. The homes 
house young families who enjoy the many advantages of 
living in the Yorba Linda of today. More homes will be built 
and occupied in the vast acreage to the east of the present 
city limits which are about to undergo development. 


MAIN STREET, the long time focal point for shoppers, is 
still a thriving mercantile center despite the proliferation of 
modern shopping centers. Through a joint project of the 
city and the merchants Main Street is scheduled for a 
facelifting, symbolized by the undergrounding of utilities 
which is occuring in this photo on the right. 


SPECIAL EVENT-The photo at left center tells many things 
about Yorba Linda and its people. It was taken when the 
Yorba Linda Country Riders, made up of many adult, youth 
and child horse owners in the city. treated a group of blind 
youngsters to a day with horses. The picture depicts the 
horse-oriented nature of the city. the participation of many 
people in an event which brings joy to those who might not 
otherwise have experienced this pleasure. 


FIESTA DAYS-Bringing the people of Yorba Linda 
together for one annual funfilled day, Fiesta Days, pictured 
at right center, is typical of civic events that foster a 
closeness, sharing and enjoyment. The parade and booths 
on Main Street bring many outsiders to the city and allow 
them to see the advantages offered by a community which 
has pride in its ability to make everyone welcome. 


NATIONAL ATTENTION is now accorded the tiny hamlet 
of Plains, Georgia, but there was once the day when this 
town had similar recognition when a native son occupied 
the White House. The birthplace of Richard Nixon in the 
background of the lower left photo is marked by a sign 
resting on a base created out of stones from every State in 


the Union. 


MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT is the backbone of Yorba 
Linda and has been since the day of incorporation a decade 
ago. Civic minded individuals offer their service to the 
community. The elected City Council counts heavily on the 
recommendations of several appointed boards and 
commissions. Occasionally there is a ‘‘changhrg of the 
guard"’ as the photo at lower right illustrates as Mayor

brief 10 years ago, that the residents made the decision that 
Yorba Linda should be recognized and constituted as a full 
fledged city.

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Community Information 


Yorba Linda, a suburban 
residential community is 
located in the northeastern 
part of Orange County 
adjoining the cities of 
Placentia and Brea. It 1s 
situated approximately 25 
miles southeast of Los 
Angeles, and 100 miles 
northwest of San Diego. 

Official estimates by the 
California State Depart- 
ment of Finance for Yorba 
Linda's population are 
calculated at 20,700 as of 
January 1, 1975. This 
indicates a 3.8% gain from 
1974. Between 1970 and 
197S, the city’s population 
increased by 74.6%.Minor- 
ity population in Yorba 
Linda totaled 8.7% which is 
significantly lower than 
Orange County's 14.1% 
minority population and 
California's 26.0%. Mexi- 
can/Latin Americans com- 
prise the largest ethnic 
minority with 7.1% of the 
total city population. 

The city was incorporated 
in 1967 as a general law city 


governed by a Council- 
Administrator form — of 
government. The city’s 


general plan with full range 
city ordinances established 
was adopted in November 
of 1972. 

Yorba Linda's fire pro- 
tection is contracted 
through the Orange County 
Fire Department. while law 
enforcement is contracted 
through the City of Brea 
Police Department. Refuse 
collection is contracted 
through a private firm and 
city streets are maintained 
by city crews and equip- 
ment. 

Residents are provided 
fine educational facilities by 
three major school districts: 
Yorba Linda School District. 
Placentia School District 
and the Fullerton) High 
School District. Also within 
the city are six private 
elementary schools. Con- 
veniently located nearby 
are Fullerton Communit 
College. several four-vear 
colleges, and two univer- 
sities: California State 
University. Fullerton and 
the University of California. 
Irvine. Through — these 
institutions, the higher 
educational needs of resi- 
dents are adequately 


served. Adult education is 
offered through the North 
Orange County Community 
College District and the 
North Orange County Re- 
gional Occupational Pro- 
gram. Extension courses 
are offered through the two 
universities. 

Shopping facilities are 
available to tesidents 
through four major neigh- 
borhood centers within the 
city. Also available nearby 
are several major depart- 
ment stores located within 
large regional shopping 
centers. 

Yorba Linda’s accessibil- 
ity via an extensive 
transportation network is a 
valuable asset. Although no 
tail freight facilities are 
available within the city, 
facilities are — available 
within ten miles in neigh- 
boring cities.

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YMCA Branch 


As a result of strong support from the community, 
especially from the local businessmen, Yorba Linda now 
boasts a branch YMCA. This is unique for a smaller city. 

National YMCA guidelines state that generally a 
minimum population of 50,000 is needed to support a 
branch YMCA. But Yorba Linda accomplished this feat in 
two years with the help of an active Board of Managers, 
strong financial support from the business community and 
strony participation by residents in YMCA programs. 

In two years the YMCA has grown from 500 participants 
to 2,600. In 1977 well over 3.000 are expected. 

The Yorba Linda YMCA is not a traditional building with 
ready made facilities. [tis a small house on Lakeview which 
contains the offices necessary to develop and run programs 
throughout the community in existing facilities. It is a 
unique concept. 

Its swimming classes are held in 30 different private 
pools so that people can learn to swim in their own 
neighborhood. Sports leagues include — instructional 
football, basketball, and baseball for 6, 7. and & vear olds 
and are conducted at local elementary schools. 

Values and sportsmanship are continually stressed. 
Gymnastics, karate, wrestling, and basketball for all age 
voungsters are held at the local high school or junior high 
school and in the case of basketball, at various elementary 
schools. 

Parent-child programs for father-son (Indian Guides), 
tather-daughter (Indian Princesses), and mother-daughter 
(Indian Maidens) meet as tribes in local homes throughout 
the cits. 

Thes provide companionship between parent and child 
through camping trips, parties. service projects, tribal 
meetings. and outings.

available through the co-sponsorship of the Yorba Linda 
YMCA and North Orange County YMCA camping services. 

The resident camp, Camp Edwards, is located in the San 
Bernardino mountains in a beautiful setting 7,100 feet 
high. 

Clubs such as senior high backpacking, recreational 
leadership classes (where teenagers train to be camp 
counselors and recreational leaders), and proposed 
tock-climbing and ski clubs meet at the Y or in the local 
schools. 

Adult programs include softball leagues of many types; 
mens, co-ed, and church leagues. Yoga is held at the local 
library. and the Y's Mens Club (a YMCA service club) 
meets at the Alta Vista Country Club. 

The YMCA in Yorba Linda has grown quickly and will 
continue to grow. Programs under development for 1977 
include a summer day camp in Yorba Linda, an intensive 
after school program for junior high kids whose parents 
work, a fun bus for outings during school holidays when the 
parent is working, and various fitness programs.

Babysitting Co-op 


The Yorba Linda Babysitting Co-op is a real budget 
booster. For many years, budget minded mothers (and 
fathers), of Yorba Linda and Placentia have used a 
babysitting co-op as a means of stretching budgets, easing 
minds, and making a lot of parents and children happy. 

Brought to the area 13 years ago by a lady (who's 
children are now grown), the co-op was started with three 
friends, it now has an active membership of 16 and is 
always seeking interested mothers for new members. 

At the onset of membership, a $5 deposit is collected 
which is refunded when members resign in good 
standing). Dues of $2 are collected once a year which go 
towards incidentals, such as stamps and postcards which 
are used each month to inform all members of brief, 
informative (fun) meetings held in the home of the 
incoming bookkeeper. 

Che club functions on a point system. Members needing 
baby sitting services from fellow members, call the 
bookkeeper to request a specific sitting time. The 
bookkeeper, in turn, checks her records for the members 


with the most minus points and asks if she could take 4”

If the sitter can accomodate the ‘'gadder’’ (the one who 
goes), the sitter then verifies the time and date with the 
gadder. The points are called in upon completion of the sit 
to the bookkeeper. ' 

The sitter makes plus points towards her minus total, and 
the gadder subtracts points from her total. For each hour of 
sitting, the sitter receives four points: the points are double 
between the dinner hour of 5 p.m. and 7 p.m. and after 1 
a.m.

Civic betterment, community involvement, and creative 
homemaking and living have been the theme of the Yorba 
Linda Woman's Club since its inception in 1912, when nine 
neighbors banded together with the thought that 
“Strength united is stronger.” 

The late Hanna Nixon, mother of President Richard M. 
Nixon, was one of the charter members who walked the 
dusty roads to meetings held in private homes. 

In 1943, the club was federated with the county and 
meetings took place in the schoolhouse. In 1924, the club 
joined the State Federation and then in 1950, joined the 
General Federation of Woman's Clubs. 

With the proceeds from the sixth annual Orange County 
Federation of Woman's Clubs Consention held in 1917 in 
Yorba Linda. the members purchased a $500 Liberty Bond 
andin 1912, used it to purchase the land for the clubhouse. 
The building was compicted 1922 

The oldest annual flower sha in Orange County was 
firstheld in 1930. Somecfthe om streets have been named 
by members; the new librar. 44s ompletely landscaped by 
the club's Garden Section the cub sponsors a monthly art 
exhibit at the librar.

One of the best known events in Yorba Linda is the 
annual Fiesta Days and the parade commemorating the 
anniversary of the city’s incorporation. 

While virtually the whole town participates in the 
festivities. many residents are unaware of the organization 
which originally thought of the idea, and every vear 
coordinates the activities as well as organizing and running 
the parade--the Yorba Linda Service League. 

The Service League was founded in 1957 by a group of 
women concerned with what they could do to better the 
community. Over the vears the group. which is limited to 40 
members, has undertaken a number of projects including 
raising and planting trees throughout the town; organizing, 
and for many years running the Youth Employment 
Service; helping the Library move both into the present 
building and into the enlargement which was added later: 
and founding the Yorba Linda Historical Museum. 

This vear, in addition to making plans for the 10th annual 
Fiesta Days the week of October 27-29. the League has just 
published its 10th edition of the Directory of Yorba Linda 
Organizations. This useful booklet ts available at the Star 
office as well as City Hall and the Chamber of Commerce. 

The League has also voted to assist the YMCA in youth 
activities. 

To finance the Service League's projects three fund 
raisers are planned this vear. A bridge luncheon was held 
January 2oth while a tennis tournament and evening party 
will take place later in the vear. 

The president of the League ts Lorraine Alley. Serving 
with her are first vice president, Doris Foulds: second vice 
president. Margo Mohn; third vice president. Ann Builey; 
recording secretary. Joleen Matych: corresponding 
secretary. Barbara Shields; treasurer, Karen Kemp: and 
parliamentarian, Rene Kamin. Carolyn Ewing will be the 
1977 Fiesta Days Coordinator.

Betore we started growing. everything was done 
by our 12 employees In 1962 we peaked with 35 on 
the rolls. but nave since cut this back to 27 employees 
who know that they are subject toemergency calls. 24 
hours a day seven days a week 

The District is a governmental body, administered 
by a five member board of directors, elected by the 
people to serve staggered four-year terms 

Our service area includes portions of Anaheim, 
Brea. Placentia. Yorba Linda, and the County of 
Orange. about 30,000 people. Water comes from 
three sources, northern California (temporarily 
curtailed), deep wells, and the Colorado River via the 
Metrapolitan Water District. The installation on the 
hill just north of town is the Diemer Filtration Plant 
where the Metropolitan Water Distréct treats the 
water before selling it to us. 

We have been through the horse and buggy days. 
but the old Board had vision. Their Master Plan has 
been put to work, and with their planning in the ‘50's, 
we are ready for the future. 

The Yorba Linda County Water District is here to 
serve. If you have a question, please ask one of us. 
We may be contacted 24 hours a day at 528-7226. 
Regular public meetings are held on the second and 
fourth Thursday mornings at 8:30 a.m. at 4622 
Plumosa Drive (north of the Library). Our manager is

Junior All American Football was originally formed in 
1966, by Bob Boydston, Ron Fredregill, Dwight Long, and 
Bill Fairbanks to bring Pop Warner Football to Yorba 
Linda, Brea and Placentia. Two teams were fielded, Pee 
Stingrays (now Marlins) and Midget Stingrays 
(present Stingrays). 

Within two vears, the Chapter joined with most Orange 
County Chapters, the Junior All American Program of 
which it has been a member to date. Orange County Junior 
All American Football is independent from all National and 
regional youth football programs. 

Part of the philosophy can be found in the idea that 
some of the better youth football in the nation ts played here 
and in the concept of not getting national ideas, lets play, 
and coach in Orange Counts. and develop a good youth 
football program.

Community Church 


The Yorba Linda Community ‘Church is located right in 
the midst of the growing edge of Yorba Linda at 5401 
Fairmont Blvd., across from Bernardo Yorba Juntor High 
School.
